Columbus, March 27.—The eigh- 


ty-second general assembly of Ohio 
held the. record today of being the 
first legislature in Ohio to adjourn 
sine die without voting unto them- 
selves all the salary that was coming 
to them. 


The session came to an end short- 


ly before midnight last night after 
the house had defeated and refused 
to reconsider the sundry claims ap- 
propriation bill, carrying the secona 
year's salary of the members of the 
legislature in addition to more than 
$300,000 other sundry items. 


The Republican minority m the 


house under the leadership of Franx. 
H. Rieghard of Fulton county blocK- 
ed passage of the sundry claims bill. 
It required 86 votes. All of the 69 
Democrats and 14 Republicans voted 
for the passage of the bill. 


The largest items in the bill were 


.claims aggregating nearly ? 100,000' 
for tubercular cattle and glandered 
horses killed by order of the state 
board of agriculture 
These claim- 
ants will have to wait for another 
session of the legislature before they 
can be paid. 


Even the chaplain of the house, 


Rev. O. C. Wiest of Columbus will 
not be paid for the prayers offered 
in the house each day of the session. 
The appropriation for his services 
amounted to $100.

Columbus, March 27.—With the 
legislature adjourned Governor^ Cox 
today put aside all matters pertain- 
ing to the ordinary business of the 
state and was giving his attention 
strictly to preparations for war.

William Jones. The London Gazette 
in making the announcement states 
that "the full facts have only now 
been ascertained" which accounts 
for the long delay in bestowing the 
distinction. 


The official report states that la 


the afternoon of 
May 31, 1916, 


Commander Jones in the 
torpedo 


boat destroyer Shark led a division. 
of destroyers to attack the 
enemy 


battle cruiser squadron. 
In 
the 


j course of this attack a shell hit the 
Shark's bridge, putting the steering 
gear out of order and very shortly 
afterwards another 
shell 
disabled 


the main engine, leaving the Teasel 
helpless. 


A few minutes later Commander 


Jones was hit by a shell which took 
off his leg above the knee, but ha 
continued to givc'orders to the gun's 
crew while a stoker improvised a 
tourniquet around his thigh. 


Soon afterwards, seeing that the 


ship could not last nruch longer and 
"that a German destroyer was clos- 
ing, he gave orders for the surviv- 
ing members of the crew to put on 
iife belts. Almost immediately after 
giving this order 
the Shark was 


struck by a 
torpedo 
and 
sank. 


"Commander Jones" stated the re- 
port ih <~onclr,sion, "unfortunately 
was not among the few survivors 
from the Shark who were picked up

ATTORNEYS ASK 
COURT TO NAME 
FEE FOR SERVICE 


Petitions have been filed in the 


court ol 
v common pleas by Attorneys 


Frank A. Bolton and Edward Kibler, 
Sr.(> asking the court to allow them 
reasonable fees for services as coun- 
sel in the case ol the city against 
the Newark Gas and Fuel company, 
which they successfully prosecuted in 
the common pleas, court of appeals, 
btate supreme court 
and 
supreme 


court of 
the 
United 
States, 
and 


which resulted in favor of the city 
by which $194,000 was saved to 
the consumers of gas in Newark. 


TJie fees asked by the attorneys 


are 'for services covering a period oi' 
six years. 
Both Messrs. Bolton and 


Kibler have received some compen- 
sation, as well as several other at- 
torneys connected with the case. 


Questions effecting the gas escrow 


fund in the pas case were heard be- 
fore Judge Harry Jewell yesterday 
afternoon, court adjourning shortly 
before 5 o'clock. Messrs. Bolton and 
Kibler testified as to services ren- 
dered in several 
cases ' before the 


courts and also offered several wit- 
nesses. 


Receiver W. C. Metz stated that 


the escrow fund amounted to slight- 
ly over ?194,000, that interest to 
date1 amounted to $15,491.44 
and 


that $1,200 additional will have ac- 
cumulated before the disbursenien 
of the 
fund. 
He 
informed 
the 


court that he is employing 
three 


clerks in preparing -the fund for 
distribution to the consumers bu 
could not state just when that would 
be done, but that it would take sev- 
eral months yet. 
He is not asking 


auv compensation for his services. 


City Solicitor Ralph Norpell 
in- 


formed the court that he was not 
asking any extra compensation for 
his' services in connection with the 
gas case as his salary covered that 
feature and the city had paid what- 
ever expense he had incurred in the 
matter. 
He then told of the prep- 


aration ot the case by the attorneys 
and the part each had in its prepa- 
ration through the several 
courts 


He paid the attorneys 
a 
splendid 


compliment for the services which 
they had rendered and 
asked 
the 


court to require that a list of gas 
consumers who will benefit from the 
escrow fund be filed in court. 
He 


also requested that Receiver Metz be 
notified to hurry up the division of 
the- money so that the people inter- 
ested could get the money due them, 
and that the receiver be requested 
to use all means to that end. 


Attorneys A. A. Stasel and Jesse 


Flory represented the consumers and 
interrogated the witnesses. They are 
opposing the payment of any exces- 
sive fees out of the escrow fund. 


Judge Jewell at the conclusion of 


the testimony and remarks by the 
attorney _stated .that acVording to 
the Ohio statutes 
all 
money not 


claimed in such a fund as the escrow, 
must be held for six years und at 
'the end of thut 
time 
must be in- 


vested upon order from the court, 
and Is not as formerly paid into the 
county treasury. 


He also stated that application for 


i compensation to the attorneys > must 
' be filed immediately and that they 
will be allowed 
fifteen 
days in 


which in file a brief and transcript 
covering same, and 
that opposing 


counsel will'be given the same time 
in which to reply; 
the 
attorneys 


making application 
will 
then be 


given ten days in which to reply to 
the brief ot the 
opposing counsel 


after which the presiding judge can 
anrounce his .finding. 


The case is thus disposed of for 


the present and 
the 
decision 
of 


Judge Jewell, in naming the com- 
pensation due to the attorneys, if 
not satisfactory can be appealed to

GUARD SYSTEM 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


New York, 
March 27.—Rea&ons 


for the army general staff's conclu- 
sion that the National Guard sjstem 
"is not worth while for federal pur- 
poses" were outlined by Brigadier 
General William A. Mann, chief of 
the war department's military bu- 
reau, in an address today before the 
convention here ot 
the 
National 


Guard association. 


Declaring that the border mobil- 


ization had demonstrated at once the 
eiticiency and patiiotism of the offi- 
cers and men of the guard and the 
inefficiency and 
inadequacy cf the 


guard system, General Mann advo- 
cated universal military service be- 
cause "the only safe system lor us 
now is the strongest and bast that 
we can get—one that puts under the 
immediate and unembarrassed con- 
trol of the federal government all of 
the resources ot the nation." 


Addressing himself specifically to 


the question "Is the National Guard 
Worth Preserving?" General Mann 
said: 


"When one 
considers .'that the 


members,ot the National Guard have 
been the only citizens 
who 
have 


made an organized effort to provide 
the 
government 
with a military 


force for use in an emergency 
to 


back up the small regular army, the 
question can have but one answer 
as far as the personnel is concerned. 
They should have all praise and the 
militia bureau has gone on record 
as opposing legislative 
efforts 
to 


abolish the .National Guard as a sys- 
tem uutil something Better is act- 
ually substituted. 


"All honor to the men and offi- 


cers is the National Guard," 
said 


General Mann in conclusion, "let us

A hard corn 


is caused usually by pressure from 
an ill fitting shoe. To relieve the pain 
soften the corn by "applying vasce- 
line or a greasy cold cream, and then 
remove the pressure by wearing a 
corn plaster with a hole cut in the 
center. 


As a rule soft corns 
begin 
be- 


tween the toes and frequently are so 
small as "to escape notice 
for 
the 


time being. 
By keeping the space 


between the toes dry and free from 
any accumulation of old skin, soft 
corns ar not likely to appear. Hence, 
by frequently bathing the feet and 
carefully drying between the 
toes 


with a thin soft towel, soft corns 
may be obviated. 


When a soft corn has thoroughly 


established ilseif it is advisable to 
seek a practitioner experienced in 
treating such ailments.

is worn they should be mocassins, 
except when the weather is right, 
when they should be allowed to go 
barefooted.

Provisions of Ksw Tax Law 


Adopted By Assembly, 


Ohio's new tax law was passed a 


an emergency measure after it ha 
been drawn by a bi-partisan com 
mittee of both houses and two attor 
neys. It takes the place of the Far 
rett-Whittemore law which the su 
preme court held unconstitutional an 
is not in effect. 
' In as plain English and as simpl 
form as it can be told, the new tax 
ation system is as follows: 


The county auditor is the chief tax 


ing official of each county, which i 
the unit for taxation purposes. 
H 


is the assessor of all real estate in th 
county of which he is an elected of 
ficial. He is required annually to lis 
all property, real and personal. Thi 
must be done by the first Monday in 
August. In tabular form and alpha 
betical- order, he must make lists o 
the "names of persons, companies 
firms, partnerships, associations am 
corporations in whose names real o: 
personal property has been listed in 
each township, city, village, specia 
district or separate school district in 
this county," giving the description 
and value of all real estate and the 
aggregate value of all personal prop 
erty owned by each person, firm. 01 
corporation. 


Personal property— moneys, credits 


investments in bonds, stocks and thi 
like — is to be listed between the sec 
ond Monday of April and the firs 
Monday of June, in each year. 


Taxpayer Makes Own Returns. 
The most pronounced phase of the 


new., law is that each taxpayer must 
submit the value of his property him 
self, and Is required to make oath 
that his return is true and honest. In 
this respect, the new law is patternec 
after the federal law pertaining to in- 
come taxes. On printed blanks or 
forms, provided by the state tax com- 
mission, each property owner is re- 
quired to answer a list of questions 
for the purpose of giving the county 
auditor a full list of Ms taxable 
property. 


LIstable Property. 


These questions must elicit the_fol- 


lowing information: 
The dates and 


amounts of all inventories by mer- 
chants and manufacturers within the 
year preceding the second Monday in 
April, with the number of months in 
which each merchant and manufac- 
turer was engaged in such business 
during the current year; the value pi 
all raw materials in process of manu- 
facture, all finished articles, _all tools 
and machinery owned and leased, with 
the average monthly value of such 
stock of merchandise, raw materials 
and finished articles; whether the 
person in question had any money ir. 
the bank, subject to check and or 
certificates of deposit,- and how much 
of each; what investments in build- 
ing and loan companies; the amounts 
of credits due the person in question 
secured by liens on real estate or per- 
sonal property, and the amount oi 
credits owing in the form of notes 
book accounts or other claims; the 
total amount of all debts, including 
mortgage indebtedness against reai 
estate; the value of all taxable bonds 
and stocks; annuities and the amount 
of the annual payments thereon; 
whether the person has purchased 
any non-taxable property during the 
year and if so, of whom. The list 
must also include all live stock, al; 
vehicles, tools and machinery, house- 
tiold goods and furnishings, jewelry 
moneys, credits, stocks and bonds, an- 
nuities and the value of each. 


Such lists of property, submitted by 


the owners are subject to the inquirj 
of the assessors, who after receiving 
their instructions from the county 
auditor, on the first Monday "of May 
shall examine the lists and ascertair 
f any property has been omitted. Ir. 
the event any property-holder shali 
refuse to list his belongings or shall 
give a 'false return, the auditor is em- 
wwered to list that person's property 
and to add to the tax the legal pen- 
alty. 


The assessor's returns — such as he 


shall be required to make — must be 
n the hands of the auditor not later 
han the first Monday of June. On or 
>efore August 15, the auditor must 
lave printed a list showing all 
changes in assessments and must for- 
ward to each person affected by the 
:hange a copy of the list.

county auditor, county treasurer ant 
president of the board of county com- 
missioners to serve as a board of re 
vision, to organize annually on the 
second Monday in June. The county 
auditor is designated as the secretary 
of the new board, with power to cal 
the members together as often as 
necessary throughout the year. The 
board is permitted to employ such ex 
perts, clerks and other employes as 
it may find necessary, and is em- 
powered to investigate all assess- 
ments on the tax lists, with the ex- 
ception of such changes as may be 
made by the state tax commission. 


All statements and returns of per 


sonal property are to be laid before 
the board by the auditor on the sec 
ond Monday in June, and all rea 
estate returns must be presented in 
the same way on the first Monday in 
July. The board may make such cor- 
rections as it may deem just, but no 
decrease may be made in any valua 
tlon complained of unless the party 
affected, or his agent, files a written 
application for the" same, verified bj 
oath. Such complaints may be filec 
on or before the time limit for pay- 
ment of taxes for the first half year 
The party affected may appeal from 
the decision of the board of revision 
to the state tax commission within 3( 
days after the decision of the boarc 
has been rendered. 


Assessors and assistant assessors 


are to be paid four dollars a day for 
each day necessarily engaged in the 
performance of their duties.

were no exciting scenes and

climaxes. 


Notwithstanding varied efforts in 


the introduction of a score of bills, 
the legislature did not make much 
change 
m the 
school code. The 


Baker-Palmer omnibus bill was de- 
cided upon as the best vehicle for 
changes made. The debate was ab- 
solutely non-partisan in character and 
the biggest change to be noted in the 
school code is that the minimum sal- 
ary for teachers has been raised to 
$50 a month instead of $40. 
' The county and district superinten- 
dents are to compose a board for the 
recommendation of text books, the 
latter clause having the tendency of 
ultimate uniformity in text books. All 
amendments tending to increase the 
number of teachers under one super- 
vision, the transferring of territory 
and the like were voted down by large 
majorities. 
The school code, in short, 


remains about as it was passed four 
years ago with the exception as above 
stated.

control and makes it possible for food 
in ware houses to be seized in cases 
of emergency. 


Another makes it possible for fra- 


ternal organizations to issue family 
insurance. This bill was defeated in 
the House, but protests from fraternal 
organizations resulted in a recon- 
sideration and the final passage. 


Another bill, originated in the Sen- 


ate, provides for county clerks having 
the power to list all men of militarj 
age, which includes men between IS 
and 45 years. There is a penalty of 
.from $25 to $100 for failure to make 
the proper return. There is an old 
law on the statute books which give? 
this duty to the ward and township 
assessors.

TIMELY HINTS FOR THE HOME GARDNER 


The damage 'done to garden crops 


by the recent widespread freezexhas 
made it necessary for many owners 
either to replant gardens or to delay 
planting beyond 
the 
usual 
time. 


These 
gardeners 
whose outdoor 


schedules have been upset are under 
the necessity of doing everything 
they can to hasten their crops. The 
following suggestions regarding the 
principles and practice of gardening, 
the horticultural specialists of the 
U. S. department of Agriculture be- 
lieve, will be timely and helpful both 
to these gardeners and to others in 
localities where the planting season 
naturally is later. 


The gardener who merely wishes to 


raise vegetables for his own family 
will do well, especially this year, to 
choose the crops he will grow from 
those which previously have done 
best in his special locality. The mar- 
ket gardener must bear in mind, but 
also must study the market and an- 
ticipate its usual demand and deter- 
mine as far as he can how this de- 
mand will be affected 
by any out- 


ward weather conditions which may 
have occurred in his section. 


Those who desire to produce early 


crops should bear in 
mind 
that a 


warm, sandy loam will produce an 
earlier crop than a heavier soil that 
retains more water and 
less heat. 


Frost is less apt to injure vegetables 
planted in high ground than those 
planted in low places or valleys into 
which the heavier cold a'ir common- 
ly settles. The garden should be 
fairly level, but well drained. 
The 


crop will mature more 
rapidly on 


land that has a sunny, southern ex- 
posure than in other plots. 


The essentials for successful gard- 


ening on a small or large scale are 
soil, water and cultivation. Much de- 
pends also on the grower, the season^ 
and the crops selected. 
I 


The soil is the storehouse of plant 


food. The garden, therefore, should 
contain humus or retted material in 
large 
quantities. 
The 
gardener 


should remember that about 50 per 
cen of ordinary earth is not soil at 
all, but consists of air and water. 


Water makes plant food that is 


present freely soluble. 
Rain and 


snow water are 
soft 
and 
contain 


The magic of soft water on the plant 
world is one of the miracles of good 
gardening, as every one who has con- 
trasted the effect of rain with that 
produced by sprinkling with a hose 
realizes. 
Plants are succulent and 


contain 
large' amounts of water 


which they have to draw from the 
soil.The conservation of soil moisture 
is the most important reason for cul- 
tivating crops. The two other prin- 
cipal things accomplished by cultiva- 
tion are the killing of weeds which 
draw moisture and plant food from 
the crops, and the 
aeration of the 


soil.The conservation of soil moisture 
is the most important reason for cul- 
tivating crops.

soil.Too much stress can not be laid 
on the preparation of a good seed 
bed. A seed bed of fine tilth—made 
so by deep plowing, careful harrow- 
ing,- and 
fining of the soil, is the 


foundation of good gardening. 
It is 
essential for the proper germination 
and growth of young plants. 
The 


soil must be friable and free from 
clods. A clod can .hold no plant food 
in solution, the only form in which 
it is available for the plant. Good 
soil and fine tilth insure an excellent 
root system to plant. Upon the fine, 
hairy, fibrous, feeding roots, which, 
are possible only in well-tilled soil, 
the plant depends for its stockiness 
and growth. 
The careful gardener 


will regard his whole garden as a 
seed bed and will cultivate and ferti- 
lize it accordingly. 
Fertilizers, the plant food for the 


garden, should he carefully selected. 
Nitrogen, 
which stimulates 
leaf 


growth, is best supplied by turning 
under rich, well-rotted or composted 
manure, or rotting vegetable matter. 
Nitrogen also is supplied in such fer- 
tilizers as nitrate of soda and sul- 
phate of amonia. as well as in bone 
meal and tankage. 
Potash tends to hasten the matur- 


ity of the plant, but also has a tend- 
ency to counteract the work of nitro- 
gen. 
On this account those not ex- 


perienced in usinj? potash will find 
sulphate of potash better, or at least 
safer in most cases, than the muriate. 
On account of the disturbed commer- 
vial 
conditions 
one 
of the most 


available sources of potash is hard- 
wood ashes. 
Plants need a balanced ration. If 


they are lacking in nitrogen, they 
show- pale leaf and 
stunted 
plant 


form. 
Excess of nitrogen is shown 


by large leaf and plant growth with 
imperfect 
fruitage. 
If the 
plants 


lack potash, they will not be fruitful. 


Sheep manure will 
hurry plants 


along more rapidly than most chemi- 
cal fertilizers. 


Aids <o Earlier Garden Crops. 
The hotbed and the cold frame are 
the gardener's greatest aids in raising 
earlier crops. 
The hotbed enables 


him to plant seed and produce seed- 
lings long before the seed planted 
out of doors has begun to germinate. 
TJie cold frame enables him Jo get 
the seedlings produced in the hot- 
house gradually accustomed lo out- 
door conditions and to raise these 
inio strong, sturdy planiing slock by 
the time 
the garden 3s ready for 


them. The 
cold 
frame 5s used in 


hardening the plants that have been 
started in the hotbed or in mild cli- 
mates for starting plants before Hie 
seeds can be safely planted in the 
open. Resetting plants for a hotbed 
into the cold frame gives them a bel- 
ter root system 
and makes 
them 


stockier and more valuable for trans- 
planting in the open ground. 


In the extreme 
south, 
the cold 


frame is much 
more 
extensively 


used than the hotbed, but each has, 
51* place in garden economy. The; 
following suggestions for construct-, 
ing and handling hotbeds and fold 
frames so as to hurry crops are made 
by the garden specialist of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


Ixocate the hotbed in some shelter- 


ed but not shader spot which has a 
southern exposure. 
The mo«t con- 


venient size is a box-like structure 
6 feet wide and any 
multiple of S 


feet long so that standard 3x(! feet 
hotbed sash may be used. The frame 
should be 1 2 inches high in the back 
and 8 inches in the front. This slope 
is for the purpose of securing a bet- 
ter angle Jfor the sun's 
rays 
and 


should be faced toward the south. 


The hotbed not only must collect 


any heat it can from the sun, but 
also must generate heat of its own 
from fermentation in fresh manure. 
Fresh horse manure, free from stable 
litter, is best for generating heat. 


If the hotbed is to be an annual 


affair, make an excavation 1 Sinches 
to 2 feet deep, about 2 feet greater in 
length and width than the frame 
carrying the sash. Line the excava- 
tion with plank or with a brick or 
concrete wall. A drain to carry off 
surplus water is essential. 
Al'iter a 


sufficient 
amount of fresh 
horse 


manure has been accumulated, fill 
the pit, and while it is being filled 
tramp the manure as firmly and as 
evenly as possible; whe nthe ground 
level is reached place the frame in 
position and bank ithe sides and ends 
with manure. 
Place about 3 inches 


of good garden loam on top of the 
manure inside the frame and cover 
it with the sash. After the heat has 
reached its maximum and has sub- 
sided to between 80 and 90 degrees 
F., it will be safe to plant the seeds. 
Select the plumpest, freshest seeds 
obtainable. 
Use standard varieties 


and get them 
from reliable seed 


houses. 


jtveep the bed partially dark until 


the seeds germinate. 


After germination, however, the 


plant will need all the light possible, 
exclusive of the direct rays of the 
sun, to keep them growing rapidly. 
This is a crisis in plant life and ven- 
tilating and watering 
with 
great 


care are of prime importance. Too 
close planting and too much heat and 
water cause the plants to become 
spindling. Water the plaints on clear 
days, in the morning, arid ventilate 
immediately to dry the foliage and to 
prevent mildew. 


The cold frame, so useful in hard- 


ening plants started in the hotbed 
and for smarting plants in mild cli- 
mates, is constructed in 
much the 


same way as the hotbed, except that 
no manure ^is used, and 
the frame 


may be covered either 
with glass 


sash, or with canvas. 
A cold frame 


may be built on 'tiie surface of the 
ground, 
but a more 
permanent 


structure suitable for holding plants 
over winter will require a pit 18 to 
24 inches deep. 
The 
cold 
frame 


should be filled with a good potting 
soil. 
The plant should have more 


ventilation in the cold frame, but 
should not receive so much water. 


It is best -to keep the soil rather 


dry.In transplanting, remember that 
plants usually thrive better if trans- 
planted into ground that has been 
freshly cultivated;' Transplanting to 
the open field is best done in cool, 
cloudy weather, and in the afternoon. 
This prevents the sun's rays 
from 


causing the plant to lose too much 
moisture through, evaporation. 
In 
transplanting, the gardener will find 
a child's express^ wagon an excellent 
trolley tray for bedding 
out 
his 


seedlings. 


When to Plant Vegetables. 


The garden specialists of ithe U. S. 


Department of Agriculture divided 
vegetables into two classes "warm 
temperature" and 
"cold 
tempera- 


ture" vegetables. 
When peach and 


plum trees are in blossom, they say, 
it is time to sow in the open ground 
such seeds as lettuce, radish, parsley, 
beets, turnips, cabbage, carrots, peas 
and onions. The wrinkled pea should 
not be planted until later, as they 
are more liable to rot in cool ground 
than are 
the 
smoother 
varieties. 


When the apple trees bloom, it is 
time to plant the heat-loving vegeta- 
bles such as 
cucumbers. 
beans, 


sweet corn, pumpkin 
and 
squash. 


This is an old but excellent rule. 


The quickest crop to mature is the 


radish, lettuce, turnips, peas, beets. 
and beans usually require from 6 to 
9 weeks, corn from 11 to 13 weeks, 
and potatoes from 15 to 16 weeks 
to mature. 
Lettuce is to the garden what the 


hay crop is to 
the 
field—always 


needed, and gives some of the best 
returns. 
A rich sandy loam, with 


sufficient nitrate to stimulate leaf 
growth and intensify the chlorophyll 
or deep leaf color of the plant, and a 
sufficiency of soft water keep .the 
crop crisp and 
fresh. 
Much the 


same plan is practiced with cabbage, 
except that it does not require so 
much water. 
Beans do not require very rich soil 


and it is safe to plant them on the 
very poorest patch.
